Exiracis from the “Blue Book' on the
United States,

The followlng extracts are from the l'rench
wHlge Book,” relating to forelgn afdairs-—

Our relations with the United SBtates are of
the usual cordial obaraocter; we unhesl-
tatingly aided the efforts of the Washiogtlon
Cabinet to make peace between Hpaln aod
the republles of the Paclilio, As we slated
last year, the American Government having
ggaln  offered liself as @ medlstor be-
tween the pelligerents, Wwe oconmidered,
like Eopgiand, that the malntenance of our

revions offers might be smbarrassing to the
rjamnnln to whom we applled first, and might
delay the re-establishment of the accord that
all tne neutral powers would gladly see re-
stored. Waat once declnred Lhat our proposals
should not be an obstscle 1o the smocess of the
proposed Awmerican medlation, and, deslriog
above all Lhat peace shall be restored, we de-
clare onrselves willing Lo aid Lhe andeavors,
from whatever souroe, that may seem most
likely to seonre the wished-for result,

In the United States we sgain butold exogss
#lve taxation paralyzing business transactions,
Expericnce only can enlighten the Ameriocnn
paople as to the disadvantiges of 18 sysiem of
yolitdoal economy, but already lessions on Lhe
subject are growiog out of commeorcial Mooani=
ness and anteady decreass of customs’ recelpla,
Congresr, by ordaining In the sarly monthsof
last year, with & view (o seonre forelgn markets
